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BIRTH OF LOUIS VASQUEZ 
FAMOUS MOUNTAIN MAN 


Of the lesser known but famous 
Mountain Men who 
have 
been 
rescued from oblivion by the re­ 
searches of Dr. Le 
Roy 
Hafen, 
probably the career of none, were 
it fully known, would be of more 
interest than that of Louis Vas- 
quez. Born under 
the 
Spanish 
regim e in Missouri, the Spanish 
extraction of Vasquez lends ad­ 
ditional color to 
an 
aspect 
of 
M issouri history already unusual 
for its colorful blending of In­ 
dians, 
Americans, 
Mulattoes, 
Scotchmen, Irishmen and French­ 
men. On the other hand, in the 
fact of the career of Louis Vas­ 
quez, an “old Mountain Man” at 
the age of thirty-five, might be 
written, could the facts but be 
expanded, an almost com plete ac­ 
count of the glamourous story of 
the Rocky Mountain fur trader. 
Little is known of the child­ 
hood and youth of Vasquez oth­ 
er than that he was born in St. 
Louis on October 3, 
1798, 
one 
hundred and thirty-five years ago 
this week. Judging from the ca­ 
reer of his father, Benito 
Vas­ 
quez, who took an active part in 
the affairs affecting the life of St. 
Louis w hither he had come from 
Spain with Governor Piernas in 
1770, and from the w ell-w ritten 
letters of Vasquez, it is evident 
that he was far above the average 
Mountain Man in points of ed u ­ 
cation. 
As 
one of 
Ashley’s 
“young 
m en ” he entered the service 
of 
the Rocky M ountain 
F ur 
Com­ 
pany in 1823. In 1826 upon the 
selling out of Ashley to 
Smith, 
Jackson and Sublette, Vasquez, is 
said to have been em ployed by 
the new company. 
Though 
his 
m ovem ents as a trapper cannot 
be definitely traced, letters 
and 
docum ents link 
him 
for 
m any 
years with Robert Cam pbell and 
other famous M ountain Men an 1 
their rendezvous on G reen River. 
In 1835, in the hope of making 
a fortune, Vasquez expanded his 
activities to include trading. The 
next w inter he formed a p artn er­ 
ship at Fort Vasquez with A n­ 
drew Sublette 
in the 
firm 
of 
“Vasquez and Sublette,” 
whicn 
employed tw enty-tw o m en among 
who was the mulatto, Jam es P. 
Bockwourth. The m ulatto claims 
during his two years with 
the 
partners that he helped them to 
m ake thousands of dollars and to 
clear themselves of debt. A let­ 
ter of William Sublette, however,

Vasquez and Sublette 
next 
turned to

field of the em igrant Sublette be­ 
came a guide while Vasquez join­ 
ed with Bridger in 1843 in the 
organization of the latter’s fam ­ 
ous fort 
in 
present 
Wyoming. 
Here, the combination of trapping 
and trading with the tide of emi­ 
grants, who came over the over­ 
land and Mormon trails 
which 
converged 
at 
Fort 
Bridger, 
brought com parative affluence to 
Vasquez and Bridger. A travelor 
who met Vasquez at the fort d u r­ 
ing the hey days of 1849, thus de­ 
scribed him: “Mr. Vasquez was a 
fine portly looking gentlem an of 
medium height, about fifty years 
of age, ana made an impression 
of being intelligent and shrew d.” 
He fu rth er com ments that Vas­ 
quez, in the contrast to Bridger, 
who “had made his selection from 
the ladies of the wilderness,” had 
brought his 
wife 
out 
to 
Fort 
Bridger from the States. Another 
visitor records: “In 
the 
palmy 
days of 1849 and ’50 Mr. Bridger 
had a partner nam ed Vasquez, a 
Mexican, who put on a great deal 
of style, and used to ride about 
the country in a coach and four.” 
Vasquez appears to have made 
at least a 
comfortable 
fortune 
from his enterprise at Fort B rid­ 
ger. In 1849 he opened a store at 
Salt Lake City and ten years later 
appears to have financed a ne­ 
phew in a store 
in 
D enver 
m 
which he was part owner. In 1855 
he sold his interest in Fort B rid­ 
ger to the Mormons and left the 
mountains for Missouri w here he 
lived first at St. Louis and then 
on a farm at Westport, ten miles 
south of Kansas City. 


Vasquez died 
in 
September, 
1868. His declining 
years 
were 
spent ’on his farm which was next 
to that of Bridger. The two must 
have reminiscenced long over the 
days of the fur trade from Manuel 
Lisa and Henry to their own erec­ 
tion of Fort Bridger which mark­ 
ed the termination of the organiz­ 
ed fur trade of the Rocky M oun­ 
tains.

circumstances. If there had been 
no governm ent buying the 222,- 
149 sows would have been sold 
off in the w inter of 1933-34 and 
the spring of 1934 and the pigs 
from their litters, born in the fall 
of 1933, would have gone to m ar­ 
ket not later than the fall of 1934. 
In addition, all of the 6 million 
little pigs bought by the govern­ 
ment would have been m arket­ 
ed in the winter of 1933-34 and 
the spring of 1934.

and otherwise needy citizens, am. 
to persons not citizens who conn 
to need while within the state. 
Agencies are listed 
in 
eyerv 
county in the state. The smallest 
in any county is six in Bollinger, 
The largest number is in St. Louis 
City. A directory 
published 
in 
that city lists 
more 
than 
700 
agencies. Only 77 
of 
these—the 
ones more likely to be of interest 
out state— are listed in the state 
directory. Of the 2305 agencies n 
the state directory about 400 are 
public of official and 
support r i 
by taxation. About 1900 are pri­ 
vate or unofficial and are support­ 
ed by the voluntary gifts of in­ 
terested citizens.
